20. (currently amended) Terminal for delivering goods or services, intended to be 
located at a first location, comprising: 

means for transferring a location information representing the first location of the 
terminal to a medium intended to be carried by the user, wherein the location information allows 
the user to return to the terminal. 

21 . (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 20, wherein the medium is a 
ticket delivered by the terminal, and wherein the location information is printed on the ticket. 

22. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 21 , wherein the terminal is 
intended to deliver parking tickets intended to be placed behind a windshield of a vehicle, and 

wherein the ticket on which the location information is printed is separate from the 
parking tickets. 
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23. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 21, wherein the terminal is 
intended to deliver a parking ticket intended to be placed behind a windshield of a vehicle, and 

wherein the parking ticket includes a part intended to be separated by the user, the part 
forming the ticket on which the location information is printed. 

24. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 20, wherein the medium is a 
terminal of the user 

; 25. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 24, wherein the location 
information is transferred through any one of the group of: a voice telephone call, a text 
message, an SMS, and an e-mail. 

26. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 20, wherein the location 
information comprises an address. 

27. (currently amended) Terminal according to claim 20, wherein the location 
information includes a map having an indication of the first location. 

28. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 20, wherein the transfer is not 
achieved until a payment for goods or services has been effected at said terminal. 
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29. (currently amended) Terminal for delivering goods or services according to claim 
20, further int e nded to b e locat e d at first location, comprising: 

identifier receiving means for receiving an identifier of another terminal for delivering 
goods or services, located at a second location; 

means for determining from the identifier, a path information allowing a user to go from 
the first location to the second location; and 

means for transferring the path information to a medium intended to be carried by the 

user. 

30. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 29, wherein the identifier 
receiving means includes a keypad through which the user is intended to enter the identifier.

>, 31. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 29, wherein the identifier 
receiving means includes a card reader intended to read a card on which the identifier is stored. 

32. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 29, wherein the path 
information includes a list of streets to be taken to return to the second location. 

33. (previously presented) Terminal according to claim 29, wherein the path 
information includes a map having an indication of the first location and an indication of the 
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second location. 

34. (currently amended) System comprising: 

a first terminal for delivering goods or services, according to claim 20, further 
comprising int e nd e d to b e locat e d at a first location, having a means for transferring an identifier 
of the first terminal to a first medium intended to be carried by a user; 

a second terminal for delivering goods or services, intended to be located at a second 
location, having an identifier receiving means for receiving the identifier of the first terminal; 
&aid second terminal syst e m having a means for determining, from the identifier, a path 
information allowing the user to go from the second location to the first location, and said syst e m 
second terminal having a means for transferring the path information to a second medium 
intended to be carried by the user. 

35. (currently amended) System according to claim 34, wherein the first terminal 
includes is a t e rminal for d e liv e ring goods or s e rvic e s, intend e d to be locat e d at a location, 
haying a means for transferring a location information representing the first location of the first 
terminal to a medium intended to be carried by the user, wherein the location information allows 
the user to return to the first terminal. 



36. (previously presented) System according to claim 34, wherein the first medium is 
a ticket delivered by the first terminal, wherein the identifier is printed on the ticket, and wherein 
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the identifier receiving means includes a keypad through which the user is intended to enter the 
identifier. 

37. (previously presented) System according to claim 34, wherein the first medium is 
a card, and wherein the identifier receiving means includes a card reader intended to read the 
card on which the identifier is stored. 

38. (previously presented) System according to cram 34, wherein the path 
information includes a list of streets to be taken to return to the first location. 

39. (previously presented) System according to claim 34, wherein the path 
information includes a map having an indication of the first location and an indication of the 
second location. 
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
